The amount 
of meat issued was very small, with 
blood sausage supplied once or twice 
each week. Limberger cheese was is- 
«ved but passed up by neprly every- 
one and the jam, apparently maeda 
largely from  turuvips, was eaten 
by only a few. The synthetic beverage 
which passed as neither tea nor cof- 
fee was undrinkable. 

The Canadian Red Cross is asking 
for $10,000,000 this year of which al- 
most 40 percent will be ‘used for 
prisoner-ofwar food parcels, Give 
generously and help bring our Can- 
adian lads home in good shape to start 
life anew.

In a recent article in the Canadjan 
Medical Journal, Group Captain Fred- 
erick F. Tisdall, nutrition advisor to 
the R.C.A.F,, stated that while in- 
perviewing a number of Canadian 
and R.C.A.F. personnel repatriated 
from enemy prison camps in Britain 
last November, all had paid glowing 
tribute to the Canadian Red Cross 
food parcels. 

Many of the men stated that they 
were sure they would not have lived 
without thie Red Cross food parcels, 
Some who did not receive any parcels 
for two or three months in the fal] ot 
1942 were said to be so weak that 
they would collapse when they, got out 
of bed. ’ 

The repatriates, when examined by 
him were in excellent nutritional con- 
dition, stated Captain Tisdall, They 
had the appearance of well-fed men 
with no visable effects of malnutri- 
tion and all stated that they “felt 
fine.”

AMONG THINGS WHICH Canadians are asked to conserve at this 
time is paper, and in most communities there has been some evidence of 
a paper shortage. Many newspapers have been reduced in size and num- 
erous merchants have discontinued the wrapping of purchases. In addition, 
some articles made from paper have disappeared from the market, or are 
now available only in limited quantities. In this, as in many other ways, 
we have been inconvenienced less than people in many other parts of the 
world, For some time the paper shortage in England has been acute and 
the greatest care has been taken there to avoid waste of any kind. Paper 
is always an important item in salvage collection here in Canada, and a 
great deal of paper has been reclaimed through this channel,

A Stimulus To in peacetime it is Canada’s greatest industry and 
H H one half a million people depend upon it for a living. 
National Life The capital invested in it exceeds that of any other 
peacetime undertaking, and it is second only to gold as a producer of 
foreign,exchange. Another fact which contributes to its importance is that 
it stimulates many other industries. Power developments, transportation 
systems, heavy machinery and chemicals are among the many facilities 
upon which the production of pulp and paper depends. It is estimated that 
the industry spends $60,000,000 a year on transportation alone. Agriculture 
also benefits from it, for it provides part time employment for many farmers 
and it also creates a market for large quantities of farm products to feed 
its workers, ;

‘ It has been said that one of the necessities of a 
Many Essential democracy is the free dissemination of news and 

H ideas, and for this, paper is indispensable. In a 
Uses Outlined recent address, Mr. Paul Kellogg, acting president 
of the Newsprint Association of Canada, discussed the many essential uses 
to which paper is put, and said that it could truthfully be called ‘the 
currency of civilization.” At present the products of the Canadian pulp 
and paper industry are being used extensively for war purposes, for they 
go into the manufacture of small arms ammunition, shells, sea and land 
mines, and many other materials of war. Paper is also used for containers 
for many of the supplies sent to the armed forces. This, and the effect 
of the manpower shortage on the supply of pulp and paper, accounts for 
the present shortage here. Mr. Kellogg suggests, however, that in view 
of the important part which it plays in our national economy, much can 
be expected from the pulp and paper industry in the post-war period.

that the Indians of Canada are col- 
lectively the largest single lana- 
owners in the Dominion. The total 
area of reserve lands amounts to 5,- 
428,734 acrs, Of this area approx- 
imately 2,916,863 acres are woodea, 
There are 2,159,652 acres cleareil 
but not cultivated and 210.921 acres 
actually under cultivation and yet 
despite these large land holdings, tho 
Indians as a group have never been 
wholly self-supporting from a produc- 
tion standpoint. Last year one million 
dollars’ worth of foodstuffs, inclua- 
ing bacon, beef, lard, flour, rollua 
‘oats, and rice, was purchased from 
parliamentary appropriations ana 
from Indian trust funds, for dis- 
tribution to needy Indians, 

Indians will also be encouraged to 
make a substantial contribution to 
the nation’s meat supply. This year 
pure- bred bulls to the value of $20,- 
000 have been purchased for dis- 
tribution to Indians in the prairie 
provinces, and two departmental 
goat herds have been established. It 
is the intention of the department lo 
dietribute a number’ small goat 
herds to northern agencies. The 
establishment of these herds repre- 
eents an attempt to provide the Indian 
with an adequate milk supply enabl- 
ing him to evjoy a balanced died. 
These goats are of the dairy type and 
a mature goat will, under favorable 
conditions, produce approximately one 
gallon of milk per day. Young malo 
goats that are not required for breed- 
ing purposes are killed for meat and 
the Indians find thle sldins of these 
goats useful for the production of 
windbreakers, gloves and moccasins, 
"Officials express the opinion that 
Indians are becoming increasingly in- 
terested in the production of poultry. 
(Requests have recently been receive’ 
from a number of reserves for 11 
brooder houses and 6,000 baby chicks, 
Requests hive also been made for 
apple and plum trees, raspberry 
canes and strawberry plants for plant- 
ing on reserves.

Farm problems take up more time 
in the House of Commons than any- 
thing else except the war appropria- 
tions, For the most part the discus- 
sions are not political but the griav- 
ances are brought out withi more vigor 
than are the troubles of any othe) 
section. Many farm lads are in war 
activities yet production is keeping 
up and, at times, becomes over pro- 
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ducts yet bottlenecks do occur at 
times as in the meat case becatise 
of the lack of shipping, There is a 
floor prica for wheat of $1.26 per 
fshel No, 1 Northern at Vancouver 
or Fort ‘William but the price seems 
to be higher so the participation cer. 
tificntes should be valuable. 

The C.C.F. party is very active 
through thq whole Dominion. Mr 
Bracken is onganizing the Progressive 
Conservative party. The Liberal lead. 
ers are busy with war activities but 
the National Liberal Federation | is. 
being asked to get out some litera- 
ture and the organizer, Senator Ruh- 
ertson; is planning a trip through 
Canada. If the war should end this 
year there might be an appeal to the 
country. No party seems to be press. 
ing for an election and, with very few 
exceptions, the winning of the war 
and planning for a better post-war 
world is foremost in the minds of ‘Can- 
adians, 

When demobiligation coms, thero 
must be new targets men and women 
of the forces must ibe trained so that 
they will not be looking for jobs but 
jobs looking for them, The glamor of 
war must be replaced by glamor ot 
peace and the romance of building & 
nation.
